NEWSROOM NOTES — The 
q u antity of food a nation can 
p rov id e its p eop le is not the only 
gu age of its relativ e p rosp erity 
in a world that is p red om inant­ 
ly u nd erfed . The v ariety of food 
that is eaten also d iffers m ark­ 
ed ly between cou ntries. 
The United States raises 38 
m ajor 
food 
crop s. 
Althou gh 
abou t 95 p er cent of ou r food is 
taken from only 20 crop s, in­ 
clu d ing 
the 
p rincip al 
m eat 
sou rces, these are transform ed 
by the time they reach the su ­ 
p erm arket into more than 5 ,000 
d ifferent kind s of food p rod u cts 
—fresh, 
canned , 
concentrated , 
frozen, d ehy d rated , y ou nam e it. 
By contrast, in 8 7 cou ntries 
consid ered to be food d eficient, 
the av erage nu m ber of food 
crop s is fewer than six . The 
world av erage is abou t 11. 
Yet, accord ing to one botan­ 
ist, at least 8 0,000 p lant sp ecies 
are ed ible and nu tritiou s. Only 
abou t 8 00 of them hav e ev er 
been cu ltiv ated as food crop s 
throu ghou t history , and m ost of 
these hav e been forgotten. 
In the United States itself, the 
censu s of 18 30 record ed 129 food 
crop s. Since then, for any nu m­ 
ber of reasons, we hav e lost 91 
of them . Tod ay , howev er, some 
of these forgotten food s 
are 
m aking a comeback, imp elled 
by agricu ltu ral 
research 
and 
the race against world wid e star­ 
v ation. 
Recently , 
rep orts 
IBM ’s 
*’Think” magazine, two team s 
of p lant hu nters from Israel and 
the U.S.S.R. w ere looking for a 
nou rishing tu ber crop that cou ld 
thriv e on land s too d ry and hot 
for p otatoes. They fou nd it in 
the 
Am erican 
helianthu s, 
a 
once-imp ortant 
bu t long-aban­ 
d oned root that grows in the 
arid West. 
The 
Israeli 
ex p lorers 
also 
fou nd another once-great Ameri­ 
can food crop listed in the 18 30 
censu s as Ind ian p arsnip . It can 
be 
conv erted 
into 
ex cellent 
bread flou r and y ield s abou t 
three times as m any d igestible 
calories p er acre as the best 
wheat. 
Danish agronom ists hav e re­ 
d iscov ered another American tu ­ 
ber, this one a sp ecies that 
growrs in wet land s. Known as 
tu ckahoe, it is believ e to hav e 
been the first nativ e food d e 
v elop ed 
by 
settlers 
of 
the 
Jam estow n colony . The tu bers 
weigh u p to fiv e p ou nd s each, 
are 
flav orsome, 
highly 
nu tri­ 
tiou s and can be u sed as a 
flou r sou rce or baking v egeta­ 
ble. 
The search for new-old food s 
goes on in other land s as well. 
In Central America, 135 d iffer­ 
ent sp ecies of ed ible p lants hav e 
been 
id entified 
and 
analy zed 
and at least sev en of them are 
being 
d ev elop ed 
as 
com m er­ 
cial crop s. 
One of them is a fou r-wray 
food p rov id er called chay ote. Its 
fru it is a nou rishing, sq u ashlike 
v egetable. The roots are good 
when baked or roasted . The 
leav es make ex cellent cooked 
greens and the flower ad d s a 
nou rishing, tasty flav or to other 
d ishes. 
The threat of starv ation still 
casts an ominou s shad ow ov er 
the last three d ecad es of the 
20th centu ry . Bu t the d ev elop ­ 
m ent of new food sou rces, to­ 
gether with 
imp rov ements 
in 
the y ield s of trad itional crop s, 
giv e hop e that the sp ecter will 
not m aterialize into reality .

fu l obed ience” by “ the great 
m ajority ” of the world ’s half­ 
billion Roman Catholics. 


The ency clical “ Hu manae Vi­ 
tae” tou ched off a storm of con­ 
trov ersy insid e and ou tsid e the 
chu rch. Many p rogressiv e theo­ 
logians issu ed statem ents of d e­ 
fiance and some Eu rop ean bish­ 
op s said Catholics m u st follow 
their consciences d esp ite the en­ 
cy clical. 


The Po pe’s word s o n birth 
co ntro l came at the end o f his 
p rep ared tex t fo r the bishop s’ 
meeting. In a last-minu te inser­ 
tion, he u rged the bishop s to 
“ u nd erstand 
well 
the 
imp or­ 
tance of the d ifficu lt and d eli­ 
cate 
p osition 
which, 
honoring 
the law o f Go d, we felt it a d u ty 
to reaffirm.” 


He asked the bisho ps to use

As a result of these bureau 
cratic problems, the Germans 
were forced to put in their own 
officials up and down the ranks 
In some areas, Hitler’s men re 
placed one-fourth of the local 
officials with Germans from the 
Reich to insure 
their orders 
would be carried 
out. 
They 
could not depend on local re 
placements, ev en in some of the 
local German communities. 
Item — Czech farm ers can 
mov e v ery slowly at times. As 
the German occupation of Czech­ 
oslov akia continued. Czech cow’s 
began to turn out less milk until 
their output was half of normal. 
Hayricks and barns unaccount­ 
ably caught 
fire. At 
planting 
time, stocks of seed potatoes 
were found to be useless, their 
shoots broken off. Quantities of 
corn seed were found fermented, 
ruined by water. 
Sabotage during the German 
occupation showed itself in other 
ways. 
Accidents increased marked­ 
ly on the railroads. In one plant 
tank output dropped so sharply 
that in one year enough pro­ 
duction was lost to hav e equipped 
an armored div ision. Ammuni­ 
tion was missorted. Millions of 
rounds were returned to fac­ 
tories. 
Ov er-all , the underground op­ 
position in Czechoslov akia grew 
so bad that in September, 1941, 
Gestapo chief Heydrich was sent 
to Prague. In the weeks that fol­ 
lowed, 400 men were executed
